Moore was in Boise for the INEL 
Summit, a meeting arranged by U.S. Sen. 
Larry Craig in the wake of the long- 
simmering controversy between the state 
and the Energy Department over storage 
of radioactive waste at INEL. 

“Wc don’t need any more highly 
enriched uranium,” Moore said. 

The- highly enriched uranium is 
recovered from the spent Navy reactor 


fuel reprocessed at the INEL’s Idaho 
Chemical Processing Plant. 

T^e uranium ha.s been used in the past 
to fuel production reactors at the 
department's Savannah River Site in 
South Carolina, which in turn produce 
nuclear weapons materials. 

Easing world tensions have reduced the 
nation's need to produce additional 
weapons material. Moore said. The 
department now has a surplus of highly 
enriched uranium.

Oversight panel deserves 
bipartisan consideration 


III tew places but Idaho woujd it be

'State Rep. Bruce Newcomb. R- 
Burlev. proposed the idea last year, 
onlv to have it vetoed by Gov.

When Old Mother Hubbard went to her 
i-iipboard.Jier dog was probably hoping for 
more than a ilisplay of concern. 

This week, leaders from 60 nations will 
gailier in Washington at President Bush’s 
niviiaiion to coordinate humanitarian relief lo 
the republics of the fonner Soviet Union. 

Unless the United Slates and other industrial 
nations search llieir cupboards morc_ 
iboroiighly. ilicre will be no international 
cifort to coordinale. and liie republics will 
likely remain as hungry as the dog in the 
iiiiisers- rliynie. 

.'\cross tlie limner Soviet Unfon, cupboards 
aie bare and winier is deepening its grip. 

When ihe people of tlie republics stood up lo 
the tanks in August, the West cheered and 
e.xhoned them on lo free markets. But as the 
liarsli realities of free prices and failed 
picduction begin to bite, the people found 
tlicv had been .stranded in the cold. - 

The United Slates has extended agricultural 
credits and approved S100 miUion to assist 
ilisiributioii of relief, but the bulk of assi.stancc 
Ml far bas come from the Germans. Tlicy plan 
to make it clear that Washington needs to back 
up its sympathy with more material .support.

growing domestic malaise. Wc don’t have to 
look across the ocean to find empty cupboards 
and people left out in the cold. 

Arc great needs at home and great needs at 
abroad irreconcilable? 

Not necessarily. Tlie demi.se of the Soviet 
Union created new demands for American 
help, but it also eliminated the primary 
ju.stif1culion for much U.S. budgetary . 
spending. The Cold War has ended, but our 
budget is still fighting it. Phasing out Cold 
War programs from both the defense and 
foreign-aid budgets could free significant 
funds for pressing needs at home and abroad. 

The administration has begun to cut the 
defense budget, and has proposed on 
additional $50 billion reduction over five 
years. Senate Majority Leader George J. 
Mitchell has called for cutting $100 billion, 


spent $12 trillion (in 1992 dollars) since 
World War II to destroy tlicm as enemies, wc 
should be able to spare a tiny fraction of that 
to feed them as friends. 

Secretary of State James A. Baker 111 has 
said that the only source for additional funds 
for the republics would be cuts in assistance to 
developing nations: "There is no other 
choice.” 

' There arc other ^loiccs, of course. Some of 
them present a wonderful opportunity to help 
new friends by getting rid of programs Uiat 
made sense only when they were enemies. 

Wc continue to give foreign aid for the 
riglits to maiijtain bases in Portugal, Greece 
and Turkey (the eruption of Mount Pinatubo 
took care of the Philippines). Thc.se cost U.S. 
taxpayers SI. 5 billion a year. The threat that . 
justified these bases no longer exists. These 
"rent" payments should be eliminated. If the 
United. States desires a continued presence in 


countries, , he should b= fundod

Overall, 30 percent of the foreign-aid 
budget is military assistance. Military 
expenditures belong in the defense budget. If 
the programs are wortliwhilc, let them 
compete with other defense expenditures. 
Savings: $3.3 billion annually. 

Another prime candidate for cuts is 
broadcasting aimed at the former Soviet Bloc. 
Radio Free Europe has done its job; Eastern 
Europe is free. (Ted Turner is doing them one 
belter, anyway.) Ending broadcasting 
activities for Eastern Europe would save SI. 3 
billion over five years. 

Despite the ravages of seven decades of 
Marxism, the republics have the foundations 
for fiiluro growth - abundant resources, an 
educated populace and an industrial base. 
Support for the republics is in the United 
States’ interest, as arc measures lo bring them 
into the global economy. Huge markets for 
U.S. prcSucls would open up once the 
economies got on their feet - assuming wc 
have gotten our foot in the door. The strong 
German presence in the former Soviet Bloc is 
not entirely altruistic. The republics will, y 
remember their friends when they settle down 
to business. . . 


International lending institutions such as the 
International Monetary Fund and the World 
Bank arc best equipped for assisting the 
republics with long-term economic 
restnicluring. Tlie United States ha.s advocated 
IMF and World Bank membership for 
republics that demonstrate commitment to 
economic reform, but has yet to auUiorizc 
funds for a 50 percent capital incrca.se that 
would help the IMF to undertake thc.se new 
activities, even though it would involve no net 
budgetary outlays. 

Communism has been discredited in the 
former Soviet republics, Bui democracy aiid 
free markets have not yet triumphed. 
America’s “cupboards" aren’t empty, but they 
do need some serious cleaning (and wc can’t 
wait for spring). 

Restructuring our defense and foreign-aid 
spending in response to the Soviet Union's 
demise would allow us to take belter care of 
our own and to throw our friends more tlian a 
bone.

If confirmed, the discovery of salmon redds, or nests, at the 
upper end of Little Goose Reservoir could change proposals 
to draw down that reservoir by 15 feet in March. 

Officials from the corps and National Marine Fisheries 
Service discussed the findings Friday, j said Sarah Wik, a 
corps fish biologist at Wollo Walla, Wash.

Columbia River dioxins threaten bald eagle

PORTLAND. Ore, — Bald eagles could 
be tho4iexl species on the endangered list 
unless the slate and federal government Join 
forces to clean up dioxin pollution in iHe 
Columbia River, a congressman has wamedi'i 

U.S. Rep. Ron Wyden. D-Ore., said that 
recent studie.s by the U.S. Fish and Wildlife 
Service show th'at eagle eggs contain 
dioxins, along with the eggs for gulls, terns 
and cormorants (hat live along the river. 


The dioxins arc believed to cause thinning 
of egg shells that can easily crack or break. 

Wyden said the Jon. 10 test results could 
trigger a formal consultation between the 
U.S. Environmental Protection Agency and 
the Fish and Wildlife Service under 
provisions of the federal Endangered Species 
Act. 

A formal meeting between the agencies 
would be a first step to officially listing the 
eagle as endangered, Wyden said. 

The bald eagle currently is listed as 


threatened, a less serious designation than 
endangered. 

“1 asked the EPA and Fish and Wildlife if 
dioxin is harming the reproductive 
capabilities of the eagle and they indicated 
that was the case," Wyden said after the 
Saturday field hearing. “In my. opinion, that 
has the polentiaf to trigger a former 
consulfation." 

He said the government has not acted 
quickly enough to reduce or eliminate dioxin 
pollution, including pollution from industrial 


plants in Canada near the U.S. border. 

“If that’s the case, it could lead to a new 
dioxin standard for aquatic life,” Wyden 
said. “That standard might be no discharge 
of dioxin at all. And I think that’s 
significant." 

Dioxins are a family of deadly chemical 
compounds that includes the precursor to 
Agent Orange, the highly toxic defoliant 
used in Vietnam. Puip-miils. a major 
Northwest industry, release dioxins into 
rivers os port of the manufacturing process.

The heavier "vault” type safes 
are all but burglary proof. 

The more expensive safes also offer a 
degree of fire protection which is work 
consideration. 

Another approach is to hide the 
firearms. It is not a difficult project to 
build a hidden storage area in a wall or 
cciline esnccinllv at n time when other 
remodeling is taking place. 

The area should, of course, provide 
protection from dirt and moisture.

Maybe even a couple of weeks on a Canadian river..

Rut the fnet i<i, lhn<i» htg tri ps c ome alon g all too rofelv_ 
for most of us, What wc need, in the meantime, is the little 
trips, 

Wc need places to go, things to do, that put us in touch 
with the natural world on almost a dally basis. And to do 
thill, wc have to keep it simple. 

, How simple'? 

Take a walk. 

Right out your front door. Down the street. Around the 
comer. 

No. it isn't the Northwest Territories. Bui the air you’re 
breathing is real air. Heavy and wet. Maybe dry and crisp. 
Some days sunshine. Some days fog. Sure, you’ll see cars 
and hear your neighbor blowing sno^/ out of his driveway 
and observe other evidence of civilfeed life. 

But if the birds arc singing, you’ll know it. If the 
peepers are peeping, you’ll'hcar ’em. And if the only signs 
of natural life are squirrel tracks leading to an old maple 
tree, you’ll have at least come away with a feel for the 
season that’s upon yoii. 

Tlic beauty of a daily walk is not only what you see and 
hear and feel that day. It’s the cumulative satsfaction that 

on all kinds of days, through the seasons. Tlicrc comes, 
after a time, a feeling of.bcing at home where you live. 

I remember when wc had a dog. and' I would take him 
oh our regular circuit laic each evening. For quite a while, 

1 thought I,wos,,do'inB-it- fof-him. Hc ncodcd to go put and 
' reclaim the territory that. had been invaded by other 
neighborhood dogs who had been out walking their 
owners. 

After a year or so, though, I came to realize that those 
strolls were as meaningful to me as they were for Dave, 
our old black hound. They gave me a chance to sec the set 


of the stars, to smell — in the grass or the trees or the air 
— the unfurling of the seasons, to take the pulse of the 
night and speculate on what morning might bring. 

1 miss old Dave, and 1 miss those walks. 

In different places wc have lived, our little trips have 
•taken different forms. When I lived in Ely, I would often 
run down the Lucky Boy Trail ot the edge of town. It had 
humble beginnings, from a gravel pit behind the hospital 
.and-a.hockeyjink...Thc.foolmg_svasn!l grcm,.ondj'ou’d_. 
often see where someone had obandonded a sofa along the , 
gravel roaowayrTBurl'Iovcdthosmins; 

They were the quickest way to get into the woods. You 
were apt to flush a couple of wood- ducks off the old 
manmade ponds olong the trail, and although I never saw 
a moose or a wolf or a bear on my runs, the possibility of 
that occurring was real. It flavored my jaunts on Lucky ' 
Boy. 

Wc’rc lucky, now, to have an undeveloped piece of city 
parkland not far from our home. It comes with some good 
sitting rocks, a beaver pond and nesting ducks. In the fall, 
some years, a fcw Canada geese will rest there on their 
way south. 1 have friends who surprised a black bear while 
they were running the park’s informal trails. I have 
happened upon a red fox and been startled by ruffed 
grouse more than once. 

But the most redeeming benefit of the park is that it’s 
within walking distance of home. 1 can get there fast and 
often."'' 

I know I'm not alone in this need for little trips. 

Depending upon the season, I see others making the 
same quick getaways. On beaches. Along a country road. 
Alone the North Shore highway. 

I sec snowshoe tracks, on Schmidt Creek and know 
someone has been out, nosing around. I see ski tracks 
abend of mine going up the Devil Track River and I know 
someone else needed lo see a. piece of wild couniry_aftcr 
work one day. > 

Wc still read the magazines with' their enticing talcs of 
faraway places. Wc still go sec the slide programs of -, 
people who have been to places we'd like to go. Wc feel 
the pull of the big trips. But today, or maybe tonight, we’ll 
make the little trips that keep us in ouch with our world 
between the big ones.
